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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's election of Group IV in the reply filed on November 26, 2004 is 
acknowledged. Because Applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

Claims Pending 

Applicant has cancelled claims 1-12 and 22-31. Claims 13-21 will be examined on the 

merits. 

Oath/Declaration 

The oath/declaration is objected to, as there appears to be a typo in the filing date of the 
pending provisional application. Correction is needed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC $102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 13-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Beerse et al 
(US 6,294,186 Bl). 

A disposable glove comprising an interior coating of aloe vera and at least alpha hydroxy 
acid is claimed. 

Beerse et aL (US 6,294,186 Bl) expressly teaches a composition that uses Aloe vera and 
an alpha hydroxy acid, specifically glycolic acid (i.e. alpha hydroxy acid), to be used in a 
hospital application such as gloves (column 4, lines 4-6; column 33, line 39; column 36, lines 23- 
27). Beerse et al also teaches that the composition be impregnated into the product (i.e. 
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disposable gloves) and then dried (column 9, lines 4-17). Medical gloves are commonly made as 
claimed by Applicant in claims 14, 15 and 21. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the 
United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United States and was 
published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 13-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chou (US Pub. 
No. 2003/0204893 Al). 

Chou teaches using a protective disposal glove, such as natural rubber latex, acrylonitrile 
or polyvinyl chloride, and preparing a composition of Aloe vera and an alpha hydroxy acid, 
specifically glycolic, and disposing the composition on the interior surface of the disposable 
protective glove (see paragraphs [0022], [0034], [0037] and claims 5-6, 16, 25, 32, 38). 



Summary
